National Anti-Monopoly Convention 


Meets and Adjourns. 


Butler Nominated on the First Ballot 


by an Almost Unanimous Vote, 


The Platform—Qucxtloii of Vlco 1'rosl- 


dciit—Virginia and Now Jcmcy 


Democratic CouvciitlouN

CHICAOO, May ID.—TLo national conven- 


tion of the Anti-Monopoly party was called 
lo order in Horshoy Music hall "Wednesday 
iitternoou. The object of the convention, as 
stated in the call, was to nominate a presi- 
dential ticket, tho quota of representation 
being four delegates imd four alternates 
from each congressional district, four from 
oach territory, and four from ths District of 
Columbia, but many of tbo states were not 
represented at all, tho party hiving no or- 
ganization in thorn. 


Tho delegates began to gather at Uershey 


hall about I p. m,, many of them having just 
arrived in town, as they appeared clad in 
dusters and carrj'lng grip-sacks, which wore 
deposited under chairs in tho hall. About a 
dozen women, interested in tho suffrage of 
tho sex, were in attendance as dolosutos. 
Gen. \Vcavor, tho Greenbackor, appeared in 
the hall, but took no part in tho proceedings 
of tho convention, and tho same may bo said 
of the Rev. Dr. Do La Matyr, tho cx-flreen- 
back congressman. 


Tho convention v/aa called to order about 


2:80 o'clock by John F. Honry, of Ke\v York, 
chairman of! tbo national committee, who 
congratulated thoso present upon having as- 
sembled for tho first time under tho call to 
nominate a president of tho United States. 
[Applause.] 
He laid tbe present panic in 


Wall strcot nt tho doors of tbo groat monopo- 
lies of the countiy, and urged moderation 
and wisdom in tho deliberations -which wore 
to right those existing wrongs. 
[Auplanso. ] 


At tho sugRestiou of the national committee 
he took pleasure ia nominating for tem- 
porary chairman A. J. Streoter, of Aledo, 
Ills. 


Hi'. Streotor was unanimously elected, and 


took tho chair amid applause. 
Ho thanked 


tbo delegates for tho honor they had con- 
ferred uix>n him, and said that thoro wore 
not as many present as ho had wished to sue, 
but their uumbor was greater than tho num- 
boi- of those present at tho signing of the 
Declaration ot Independence. 
[Applause.]

conventions. Ho had come there with a pur- 
pose. His constituents hud sent him hero to 
nominate a president, and ho would be 
ashamed to face them again if ho did not do 
as ho was told. [Applauso.J Hu thought 
that before they got through they would see 
the wistorn of nominating a chief magistrate 
of thonatiou. Many there woro who liked 
to air their ideas, and this fueling was likely 
to give there a too long and iwntloi'ous plat- 
form. 


Ho was in favor of a brio!' platform of 


principles. [Applause.] He would embody 
it as follows: First, that they woro opposed 
to all monopolies [applause]; second, that 
they were la favor of a declaration that all 
men were equal boforo the law [applause]; 
and they beliovod that Benjamin F. Butler, 
of Massachusetts [great applause], was a fear- 
loss and Independent man, wijo embodied 
these ideas. That was a good enough plat- 
form for him. [Applause.] Again he thanked 
them for tho honor conferred upon him. 
[Applause.] 


Tho call for tho convention was road by 


secretary, B. F. Shively, who, with Secre- 
tory Killmer, was chosen temporary secre- 
tory. 


Tho rosult of a score of motions and amend- 


ments itaa tho appointment of throe dolegatw 
from each state delegation to act on tho com- 
mittee on credentials, platform, and perma- 
nent organization respectively.

A resolution from tho executive committee 


Ot the Now York Anti-Monopoly league 
was read, which objected to tho nomina- 
tion of a candidate at this time, but pro- 
posed to have committees appointed to at- 
tend the Kopublican and Democratic con- 
ventions and endeavor to influence the nom- 
ination of Anti-Monopoly candidates at those 
conventions. Tho resolutions were laid on 
tho table by an overwhelming vote. 


The convention then ' took a recess to await 


the report o£ tbo committees. During tho 
recess Mr, Root, of 
Nebraska, made n 


lengthy speech, reviewing the powers of tho 
monopolies. He did not blame them for 
taking all they could get, but he did blame 
tho people for tolerating it. He was fol- 
lowed by Mr. Fogg, of Michigan, who 
regarded

the greatest 


friend of tho working people, and Bald he 
would 
bo 
tho 
nominee 
[of tho con- 


vention. Ho would bo nominated by other 
conventions, and ho believed that he would 
be tho next president of tho United States. 
Mr. Crocker followed. 
Ho said that dyna- 


mite was the extract of tyranny, and that it 
might bo expected at any time. 
Dr. Julia 


Severance, of Milwaukee, said aho did not 
think thoy could expect their rights until they 
woro willimr to accord woman her r.'ghts.. 
Gen. Weaver was called for, but doclinocl to 
speak, as ho was not a delegate.. 


Tbo convention was again called to ordav. 


Mr. Post, for tho committee on credentials, 
said that the committee had decided that 
oach delegate would havo but one vote, no 
matter how many proxies ho held. A dele- 
gate from Maryland submitted a minority re- 
port that four votes bo allowed to oacb con- 
gressional district without regard to the 
number of delegates present. This led to a 
long discussion and met with groat opposi- 
tion. Asubstituto was offered entitling one 
delegate when alone representing a.stnts that 
ho be allowed to cast the four votes belong- 
ing to his congressional district, which was 
put to a vote and lost by a large majority. A 
vote was taken ami the 'majority report was 
adopted.

4. That in tho enactment and vigorous ex-

0. That those monopolies, which exacted 


from enterprise such heavy tribute havo also 
inflicted countless wrones upon the toiling 
millions of tho United States, and no system 
of reform should commend itsolf to the sup- 
port of the people which does not protect the 
man who earns his broad by the sweat of liis 
face

it be speedily and radically reformed in tho 
interest of labor instead of capital. 


0. That no further grants of public landu 


shall be made to corporations. All onact- 
monts granting laud to corporations should 
be strictly construed and nil land grants 
should be forfoitwl where tho tnrms upon 
which the grants woro made bavo not been 
strictly complied with. Tho public lands 
must bo held for homes for actual settlers, 
and must not bu subject to purchase or con- 
trol by non-residentl'oroignera or speculators. 


10. That wo deprecate tha discriminating 


of American legislature against the greatest 
of American industries, 
agriculture, by 


which it has been deprived of nearly all 
beneficial legislation, while forced to bear the 
brunt of taxation, and wo demand for it tbo 
fostering of government and tho just recog- 
nition of its importance in tho development 
and advancement of our land, and we appeal 
to.ths American farmer to co-oporute with 
us in our endeavors no advance tho nn- 
tloual interests of the country and the over- 
throw of monopoly In ovoiy shape, when and 
whenever found.

This gen- 
tleman attributes tho suspension solely to 
tho fact that depositors throughout the 
country have become alarmed by reports of 
Mr. Senoy being largely ongagod In specula- 
tive enterprises, and have drawn out thoir 
deposits.

The 
wairos of these men aTerago from JK to S4C 
per month and board, and for foremen ElOt 
to S IM per month. Tbo number of men re- 
quired to care for tho herds varies in propor- 
tion according to tho size of the herd. One 
bfi;0,00<l would require about twenty-two 
herders, 10,000 nbout flfteon hordera, 5,01X1 
about ten herders, 2,500 about seven herders 
and 1,000 about four borders, so that the 
largor herds ontail loss expense proportion- 
ately than tho smaller ones.

Although a great deal has bean writton of 


Into years upon tlio important subjoct o£ 
cattlo-raising on tho plains and in the parks 
and valleys

Colorado, oomparativoly 


litt'.e is really known oC this business outside 
ot tlioso actually engaged in it. Owinc to 
the peculiar natun) of tho industry special 
laws and customs prevail regarding its pro- 
tection. The cattle are placed on ranges 
which may or may not belong to their own- 
•rs, in fact these ranges are most RGnernlly 
wild government laud and are- sometimes ot 
enormous extent. Tils involves the neces- 
sity for tho employment of a largo number of 
horses and men to properly cover tho extent 
of 
territory 
over 
which 
Lbe 
cattlo 


roam. Tho liability ot confusion in n prop- 
erty as wandering in its nature as this nml:ea 
it necessary for the diltcreut owners to-usa 
many devices and precautions to identify 
and protect thair property and to adopt ruled 
aucl regulations for thuir own government, 
which it would be almost impossible to put 
in a statute book, but which are recognized 
by all of the courta as equitable and just and 
tus binding upon the parties concerned ns 
though enacted by tho regular law-makiup: 
authorities. These latter include the Hystem 
of round-ups, branding of calves, regulations 
regarding tho disposition of unclaimed calves 
separated froni their mothers called "maver- 
icka," and also those designed to detect cattle 
stealing. 


THE "COOND-Ur" DISTRICTS. 


In order to carry out thoroughly the sys- 


tem, it has been found necessary in overy 
stale to form in each round-up district Cat- 
tle Growers' associations, in addition to 
which each state and territory where tho 
cattlo industry occupied a prominent posi- 
tion, has its state organization. In Colorado 
there are seventeen round-up districts. whose 
ussociations moot twice each year and a 
stato association which holds anaual meet- 
ings. A large number of the regulations of 
these associations are incorporated as laws 
Ui

state, 


among them those 
providing for stat* 


cattle 
inspectors 
and

missiaaorE. 
Those officials are appointed 


by the governor at the suggusticnandrocom- 
moudatiou of the state association. 
Tho 


board of state inspectors -consists of Qvo 
prominent cattlo men, and tho round-up 
commissioners consist of "three from each 
district. 
Their duties are to see to it that 


all tho state laws aro enforced and associa- 
tion rules obeyed in their several districts, 
and to havo a general supervision of the suh- 
JOCK of round-ups, branding of calvos 
and 


gathering and transporting beof. 


QATHEIilXQ THEM IN. 


TUo busy times are confined to the round- 


up seasons, of which there aro nominally 
two, although the flrst, which begins nbout 
Maj- 20 and continues until Juno 1, and th« 
second commeucing somo three weeks lator, 
and continuing well into August, are so 
nearly together that they might well bo 
calk'd one season. At these round-ups, cer- 
tain designated men, accompanied by n fore- 
man or captain, start from somo given point 
und travel over all the ranges in their dis- 
trict. They take with them wagous contain- 


supplies sufficient lor their probablo stay, 


and tho brands of every owner in the dis- 
trict. As tho work is very severe upon tho 
hot^es, especially iu "cutting out" from, tho 
herd, each man has from six to eight horses, 
riding one, hording the others and driving 
them along with the wagons. In active 
work a horse should bo changed every three 
or four hours, and tho rider, when he feels 
that his animal is exhausted, rides up to the 
herd, lassoes another, and quickly changing 
tho saddle sets his tired horso free. 
At tho 


round-up all the cattle in tho district are 
gathered together in oue vast herd and 
driven to the rendezvous near the center of 
the district. Tho work of identification and 
branding tho calves then begins. The own- 
ership of tho calves is ascertained from tho 
brand of tho mother, and a similar brand is 
placed upon tho offspring. 


"JUVEBICKS." 


Jt happens, however, that in numerous iu- 


utances the calvos become separated -from 
their mothers, and it is a matter of impossi- 
bility to ascertain their owners. 
These 


estrays are called "mavericks," and become 
tho joint property of tho association of the 
round-up district in which they aro found. 
These mavericks aro, by a rule of 'tho Colo* 
rado associations, sold to tho highest bidders 
among their members at the end of the 
season, and tho proceeds paid in tho general 
fund provided for tho maintenance of tho 
organization. The receipts thus realizad fre- 
quently amount to the handsome sum of

feature of "gathering beef" is added. This 
consists in selecting Fiich cattlo as are in do- 
sirablo condition Cor shipment and nmy ia- 
clude allot tho different brands. An inven- 
tory is made oi the cattlo so selected and a 
copy forwarded to tho different inspectors 
and agents along the lino of route the cattle 
will be driven or carried to market, as well 
as to the parties to whom they are consigned. 
IVhon the cattlo are gathered and tho brand- 
ing of tho calves completed, tho work of 
separating tho herds begins and the difficult 
tasl; of placing tho cattle of each brand in 
«oporate herds is accomplished. 
Thesa aro 


then driven to their proper ranges by the 
herders.

The pagan in question lives at El 
Paso, there is no doubt about that, and is 
very wealthy in comparison with tho rest of 
his rare, but his pile is nearer $50,000 than 
tho enormous sum attributed to him. His 
name is Sam Hing, and he has a shop near 
the depot, where Chinese goods, cured meats, 
aad canuod fruits are sold. 


He is a handsomo gentleman, is Sam Hing, 


and is clad in raimont of the finest texture 
and tho most gorgoou^colors. Ho talks Eng- 
lish fluently, has most pleasing manners, and 
Is said to bo an uncommonly shrewd business 
man. Ho represents one of the six compa- 
uios of Sa^ Francisco in supplying labor for 
tho Texas Pacific and Sunset railroad lines, j 
and hnd the contracts for feeding tho con- i 
structiou gangs along both roads. His dab- : 
agents are at imixjrtant points and havo tho 
double dutyand responsibility of looking out 
for tho coolies, whoso labor has boon leased 
by him, and of giving their, their daily al- 
lowance of rice and rats. Ho also furnishi-a 
r;oolit?s for work in tho neighboring mines 
nud has several thousand in hb employ. 


\VIion a mining operator or a railroad con- 


tractor wants a gang of men he goes to Sum 
Hing and makes a contract for so many 
coolies, at so much a day, the prico varying 
from 80 conts to $1.25, according to the char- 
actor of tho labor performed. 
Ho produces 


the given number on tbo day named, and be- 
comes responsible for their industry and good 
behavior. 
Whoro they come from and how 


he gets them no oao knows, but, like tho myr- 
midons that riso through tho trap-doors under 
tho wand of the necromancer in tbo "Black 
Crook," they appear at tho hour appointed. 


Their wages are paid in bulk to Sam Hing, | 


and he settles with them. "What proportion 
they c»t ia not known, but tboy ara novcr 
dissatisfied, and it is useless in this country 
for any oho to attempt to hire a Chiuamaa 
without consulting Sam Hing. Ho is a dic- 
tator among them, and they all recognize his 
authority. If a citizen wants 'a cook or any 
other servant of tho pigtail persuasion, it is 
necessary for him to moke his negotiations 
through tho agent. Ho is also said ro own, 
or in sorao mysterious manner to control, tho 
Chinese laundries, which aro numerous in 
this country. 


We mot one of Sam Hing'a sub-agents at a 


little town along tho road, and spent on hour 
in conversation witii him. He told os that 
ho "likoe Molicnn man bolly muchoe, but no 
likoo cowboy." 


"Cowboy no good," observed tho follower 


of Confucius; "too muchoo whiskec; too 
mucheo shootoe; too muchee yollee. When 
cowboy see Cluneeiuan, cowboy heap yelleo; 
•when Chincernan sea cowboy, Chineeman go 


off, keep quiet, tel cowboy go away."

Evidently tbo most favorable poeition 


for tho houso would bo that in which the 
four corners are directed to tho four car- 
dinal points of the compass. In this case 
the sun can shine upon all sides of the 
house unless it rises not more than 45d 
from the southern point of tbe horizon.
